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Answer to ’’Just Curious” - Question #1 

”How old is the Brown & Sharpe (note the ”e”) Company?” 

Dear Just Curious, 

"How old is the Brown & Sharpe (note the "e") Company?", you asked. It depends on one's point of view, I'll give you 
a brief history stolen from several sources. 

The current company owes its beginnings - and future success - to precision measuring instruments. In 1833 
David Brown established a company for building and repairing clocks. Joseph R. Brown, David’s son, working for 
his dad invented and built one of the earliest acurate Linear dividing engines. (Does this mean Lemuel Hedges' engine 
wasn't accurate? - Just curious). In 1841 David Brown retired. In 1850 under Joseph the manufacature of accurate 
machinist scales (rules began. In 1851 the vernier caliper was introduced and in 1852 a vernier protractor was in 
production. So, before 1853 the company was established. For example, it appears that it was manufacturing the 
"famous" Ames Patent Center Square. 

In 1853, an apprentice for Joseph, Lucian Sharpe, joined the company as a partner and the company was then 
called J.R. Brown & Sharpe. Subsequently, Sharpe has been credited with building the company from a "local" 14 
employee shop to an international concern. 

In 1866 Samuel Darling (formerly of Darling & Swarts, Bangor, Maine) joined the company. Whether he bought 
in, or whether he was bought out may depend on one's view of high financial transactions. In any event the new 
partnership of Darling, Brown & Sharpe was formed. 

In 1868 the partnership with Darling seems to have been dissolved. For the first time, the company's name became 
Brown & Sharpe, Manufacturing Company. However, it appears that Darling Still had a financial interest. It should 
also be noted that measuring tools (rules, squares, etc.) still used the Darling, Brown & Sharpe logo through the mid- 
1890's. 

The first president of Brown & Sharpe was Fredrick W. Howe (a former apprentice with Silver & Gray and developer 
of perhaps the first "universal milling machine" in 1850 while he was at Robbins & Lawrence Company, Windsor, 
Vermont). In 1862, Howe was Superintendent of the Providence tool Company. Brown & Sharpe has been credited 
with many firsts. While they didn't invent the micrometer (caliper), in 1867 they did "borrow" the "Systeme Palmer" 
from France (patented 1848) and made perhaps the first shop practical micrometer, the Pocket Sheet Metal Gauge. 
Brown & Sharpe added a means of compensating for wear of both the measuring surface and the screw. This product 
made accuracy to 1/1000 of an inch a matter of fact not just theory or feel. 

In a history of "The Development of American Industries" (Prentice-Hall, 1933) Brown & Sharpe is credited for their 
greatest accomplishment with the training of men who subsequently enhanced American Industry. Some of those 
names include: Heniy Leland (Cadillac), Charles Norton (grinding), William Davenport (automatic screw machines), 
and R.K. LeBlond. 

Joseph R. Brown died in 1876. So, how old is Brown & Sharpe? If you are a collector of old Brown & Sharpe 
machinist tools as I am, and you answer 1868 - the date it was first known by its present name, then send me all 
your David Brown, J.R. Brown, J.R. Brown & Sharpe and Darling Brown & Sharpe tools. They’re not for your 
collection, but I'll give you my first bom for them.

Planes with special 
cutting angles 

By John G. Wells 
Part 1 of 2 

PLANES WITH SKEWED CUTTERS 

When planing end grain or across the width of a board the plane 
is often held at a small angle to the direction of the stroke, letting 
the cutting edge meet the wood fibers at an angle. This creates a 
shearing cut and a smoother surface with less effort than when the 
cutting edge meets the wood ;fibres at 90 degrees. 

Planes that are intended for cross-grain use are often made 
with skewed cutters to give f he advantage of a shearing cut without 
angling the plane body. 

19th century wood bodied planes with skewed cutters include 
panel raising planes sometimes called badger planes, some rabbet 
and dado planes, and a few hollows and rounds. 

20 th century metallic planes with skewed cutters include the 
following models offered by Stanley: 

No. 39 Dado planes - 

Offered in eight sizes at various times between 1902 and 1952, 
these planes are equipped with nickers or spurs on each side of the 
cutter and are very useful for cutting dados across the width of a 
board. 

No. 46 Plow and Fillister plane - 

Offered 1874 thru 1942 and furnished with eight straight faced 
plow cutters, a fillister cutter and a tonguing cutter this plane 
resembles the more familiar No. 45 and is used in much the same 
way, but is far superior for cross-grainwork. 

No. 95 Edge-trimming Block plane - 

Offered 1911 thru 1958 this handy little plane has a skewed 
cutter and a fixed wide fence perpendicular to the bed to serve as 
a guide in trimming the end of a board in right angles to the face. 
No. 140 Rabbet and Block plane- 

One of the handiest planes in the Stanley line, it has a 
removable side plate permitting its use as either a block plane with 
a skewed cutter or a skew cutter rabbet plane. It was offered 1896 
to 1944 and is still a favorite among woodworkers lucky enough to 
own one. 

No. 196 Circle rabbet plane 

This unusual plane has a very short bed and fence permitting 
its use as a rabbet plane on irregular curved work. It was offered 
1912 thru 1934. It was not all that easy to use and certainly couldn't 
compete with the small portable electric routers introduced in the 
30's. 

No. 289 Fillister and Rabbet plane 

Offered 1911 thru 1948, this plane is similar to the common No. 
78 rabbet plane but has a skewed cutter. The planes weight and 
rigidity make it a real pleasure to use for cross-grain rabbeting and 
panel raising jobs.
